It is a well-known fact that in ths army 
of Chang Tso Lin there ore units com- 
poaed of “ White * Russian officers and 
soldiers (writes s special correspondent 
to the PF. ¢ 7, Times). The Europeans 
in this country mostly disapprove. They’ 
wonder what induces these. Russians. to.! 
fight: for the interests of this. or that 
Chinese general, and they consider them, 
therefore, as mercenaries. or. military 

| adventurers who are ready to serve any- 
body,..provided they are paid for it,” 

To: anyone who fs not familiar. with 
the real factsit may indeed seem that 
this is so, but, in- reality, if we inquite 
{ deeper into the matter we shal! find that 
it is otherwise. : 


A mercengry, first of all, wants money, 
and so much the more for he is risking 
his life. ‘Now, what are the Russians 
:| earning in the Chinese army?” A soldier [ 

besides his food, gets $14, a non-commis- | 
sioned officer 890, a sergent $30, per | 
month. A junior officer, who has to pro- | 
vide his food himself, receives-840. This 
‘pay is raised gradually for each degree 
of rank. A captain gets 890. There is, 
'| moreover, no provision with the Chinese 

| military authorities as regards extra pay 
or pension. in case of complete disability, 
or compensation to the family in case of 


Russian refugees. may be, it is not so 
hopeless: that for-such a paltry reward 
people should go, and risk being killed, 
or what is still worse, becoming a cripple 
and a beggar. Evidently, therefore, it is 
not money that attracts these. men‘ to the 
army of Chang Chung Chang. We must 
look for some other motives, and this is 
not so difficult. It will be useful to this 
end to give the biographies of o few of 
those people. These ‘biographies ‘are so 
similar that it suffices to give those of 
two or three men; the rest will be almost 
identical. : : 
Some Biographies. . 
.. The Commander of one armoured train, 
.T.C. Urachkovski,, finished the military 
school in’ 1915,;. and went ‘immediately to 
the German front, where, before the Re- 
volution, he was promoted -to the rank 
of lieutenant. When after the Revolu- 
tion the front broke down, he returned 
to his home on the Volga. As soon as the

-This is’ typical biography‘ of’ each

DID PROFESSOR’ OR EARLE REPORT} 
TO P.W.D.? 


INTERESTING DEVELOPMENT IN 
PUMPING STATION ENQUIRY, 


The question as to whether Professor 
Earle, of the Hongkong University, made 
a report to the authorities two years ago 
as to insecurity of boulders‘in the vicinity, 
of . Pokfulam, created an interesting 
development. in the resumed enquiry at 


tho Centrsi-Magistracy yesterday after- 
noon concerning’ the calamity whicn occur- 
red in" July at No. 3 Pumping ‘Stgtion, 
Pokfulam. 

In will be Fe rasa that. owing to 
the storm of July 18th-loth a huge 
boulder, weighing several thousand tons, 
crashed from the top of the quarry face 
at the rear of the pumping station into 
thé building, wrecking the main pump, 
and causing considerable other damage. 
In addition, four’ Chinese coolie work- 
men were killed in consequence of the) 
fall of the baulder. e 

The enquiry concerning ‘these men’s 
deaths was opened” last Friday by Mr. 
R.'E. Lindsell, sitting as Coroner with a 
jury. On that .ocension evidence was 
given by a P.W.D. witness as to the fall 
of the boulder, and the opinion was ad- 
vanced ‘that the boulder would not have 
béen' dangerous in view of the fact that 
jt was covered with earth and befare the 
collapse appeared to: form part of an 
adjoining boulder, Yesterday, it was 
stated that two years ago a report -was 
made tq the Public Works Department by 
Professor Earle as to the insecurity of 
boulder in the vicinity of the site, but 
P.W.D. officers stated that records did 
not show that any ‘such report had been 
received. As o result of the failure to 
elucidate the matter, the enquiry has 
been ‘again adjourned, in order that 
Professor ‘Earle may give evidence, on 
his return from Shanghai. 


No Knowledga of Report. :
